rriHE  following  extract  from  tbe  “ Health  Act, 
JL  1893,  ” is  published  for  general  information  by 
direction  of  the  Provincial  Board  of  Health  : — 

“ Sec.  69.  Whenever  any  householder  knows  that 
any  person  within  his  family  or  household  has  the 
small-pox,  diphtheria,  scarlet  fever,  cholera,  or  typhoid 
fever,  he  shall  (subject  in  case  of  refusal  or  neglect  to 
the  penalties  provided  by  sub-section  (2)  of  section  98) 
within  twenty-four  hours  give  notice  thereof  to  the 
Local  Board  of  Health,*  or  to  the  Medical  Health 
Officer  of  the  District  in  which  he  resides,  if  there  be 
one,  and  such  notice  shall  be  given  either  at  the  office 
of  the  Medical  Health  Officer  or  by  a communication 
addressed  to  him  and  duly  mailed  within  the  time 
above  specified,  and  in  case  there  is  no  Medical  Health 
Officer,  then  to  the  Local  Board  of  Health.” 

Sub-section  (2)  of  section  98  provides  a penalty  of 
$100,  or  imprisonment  for  six  months,  for  neglect  to 
report  as  required.

ALL  applications  for  Private  Bills  require  a notice 
over  the  signature  and  address  of  the  appli- 
cants or  their  solicitors,  clearly  and  distinctly  specify- 
ing the  nature  and  object  of  the  application,  published 
by  advertisement  as  follows,  viz.: — In  the  Canada 
Gazette,  and  in  one  newspaper  published  in  the  County, 
District,  Union  of  Counties  or  Territory,  affected  by 
the  proposed  measure,  or  if  there  be  no  newspaper 
published  therein,  then  in  a newspaper  in  the  next 
nearest  County,  District  or  Territory  in  which  a news- 
paper is  published.  In  the  Provinces  of  Quebec  and 
Manitoba  the  notice  must  be  published  in  the  like 
manner  in  the  English  and  French  languages.  All 
notices  shall  be  continued  for  a period  of  at  least  two 
months  during  the  interval  of  time  between  the  close 
of  the  next  preceding  Session  and  the  consideration  of 
the  petition.  Marked  copies  of  (all)  the  newspapers, 
endorsed  “ Application  for  Private  Bills,”  containing 
the  first  and  last  insertion  of  such  notice  shall  be  sent 
to  the  Clerk  of  each  House. 

In  the  case  of  an  application  for  the  erection  of  a 
toll  bridge  the  notice  shall  also  state  the  proposed 
rates  of  toll,  the  nature  of  the  structure,  the  height 
of  the  arches,  the  interval  between  the  abutments  or 
piers,  etc.

Sections  of  existing  Acts  proposed  to  be  amended 
shall  be  reprinted  in  full,  with  the  amendments  in- 
serted in  their  proper  places  and  between  brackets. 

Private  Bills  which  are  not  drawn  in  accordance 
with  these  rules  shall  be  returned  to  the  promoters  to 
be  re-cast  before  being  revised  and  printed. 

Exceptional  provisions  shall  be  clearly  specified  in 
the  notice  of  application. 

A certified  map  or  plan  showing  the  location  of  any 
proposed  line  of  railway,  also  the  lines  of  existing  or 
authorized  work  of  a similar  character  within,  or  in 
any  way  affecting,  the  district  which  the  proposed 
work  is  intended  to  serve,  and  an  exhibit  showing  the 
amount  of  capital  proposed  to  be  raised  for  the  under- 
taking, and  the  manner  in  which  it  is  proposed  to  raise 
the  same  shall  be  filed  with  the  Railway  Committee  at 
least  one  week  before  the  consideration  of  the  Bill. 

Special  Order  of  the  House  of  Commons. 

Resolved,  that  the  Clerk  of  the  House  do  have  a 
copy  of  the  new  Rule  49  sent  to  those  persons  giving 
notice  in  The  Canada  Gazette  of  their  intention  to

3rd.  That  for  the  purpose  of  paying  the  sum  of 
$6,800,  being  the  amount  charged  against  the  said 
lands  so  to  be  benefited  as  aforesaid,  other  than  lands 
belonging  to  the  Municipality,  and  to  cover  interest 
thereon  for  twenty  years  at  the  rate  of  six  per  cent, 
per  annum,  the  following  special  rates  over  and  above 
all  other  rates  shall  be  assessed  and  levied  (in  the  same 
manner  and  at  the  same  time  as  taxes  are  levied)  upon

A By-law  to  amend  the  (t  Pound  Jly-law,  188!),”  and 
A mendrnents  thereto. 

THE  Municipal  Council  of  the  Corporation  of  the 
City  of  New  Westminster  enacts  as  follows  : — 

1.  Section  1 of  the  “Pound  Amendment  By-law, 
1891,”  is  hereby  repealed. 

2.  Section  1 of  the  “Pound  By-law,  lS89,”is  hereby 
amended  by  striking  out  the  figure  “2,”  in  the  sixth 
line  of  the  said  section,  and  substituting  in  lieu  thereof 
the  figure  “ 1;”  and  by  striking  out  the  figure  “5,” 
in  the  seventh  line,  and  substituting  in  lieu  thereof  the 
figure  “ 2.  ” 

3.  This  by-law  may  be  cited  as  the  “ Pound  Amend- 
ment By-law,  1896.
